Our National Wealih.

The statistics of the last census in regard
to the wealth of the nation four years ago
containg interesting information pertaining
to that subject even at this late day. The
unassed wealth of the whale country, ac-
cording to these statistics, was, in 1570,
#30,008,458,507, against §16,159,616,008 in
1860, and §7,135,780,228 fn 1850, It will thus
be seen that notwithstanding the immense
waste and loss of property during the exliaust-
ing four years' war, together with the loss of
£2,000,000 in slave properly, the increment
of national wealth during the past decale
resches a little over 86 per cent., while, dur-
ing the past Lwo decades, the gain has been
a little more than three hundred and ten per
cent.! The growth of real and personal
properly in the leading States has no par-
allel in the world's history, New York
greally exceeds in wealth any other State in
the Union-—Pennsylvania, Ohio, Massachu-
sells, 1llinois, Missouri, and Indiana ranking
next in the order written,

The entire valuation of the property of the
whole country was at that time a Jittle over
230,000,000,000, against about §16,000,000,-
000 in 1560, being an incroase of 83 per cenl.
in ten years embracing the period of the
rebellion. At the same ratio of increase,
the wealth of the nation would now reach
about  #12,000,000,000, while our wealth
nearly doubles in each iten years, that of
Great Britain doubles at the rate of once in
one hundrad years, or only a tenth part as
fast.

‘The Marsachuscit: Senantorship,

The New York Pénee, becoming impatient
al the delay of the Massachusetis Legisla-
ture in choosing Mr. Sumner's successor,
recommends the election of Charles Francis
Adame, aud thinks it would be the most grati-
fying choice that ¢ uld Le made. To the
Democratic party it wight possibly be ex-
ceedingly gratifying, and to that portion of
the Republican party which thinks it has ful-
filled its mission and outlived ils usefulness.
And eyen Lo them we suspect the election of
Mr. Dawes would be quite as gratifying.

Sumaer since his death, to fill his vacant seat
in the Senate, by eleeting a man entertain-
ing none of his views upon the question of
civil rights of the colored race, and having
no feelings in common with the Republican
parly upon hardly one of the great queslions
of the day.

thing radically wrong in the head or heart of
all who do not agree with them. So Con-
gress lias to take the unnsparing abuse of
these modern Solons, for having decided that
the currency of a country should increase in
proportion to its increase in wealth and pop-
